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Hopes for 
festival to 
net 15,000 
by 2015 

ORGANISERS OF the 
Osfest music festival have 
revealed ambitious plans to 
attract 15,000 people to the 
event by 2015. 

This year about 6,000 are 
expected to pour into the 
Park Hall Showground on 
the edge of Oswestry 

The music extravaganza 
takes place on the weekend 
of June 1 to 4 - almost triple 
the 2,300 festival-goers that 
enjoyed the first Osfest just 
two years ago. 

And Mike Scott, festival 
director, said the aim was to 
make the event bigger and 
better still by almost tripling 
the number of people 
through the gates by the 
time the event rolls around 
in three years time. 

Mr Scott said: “We have 
established Osfest as the 
annual music festival for 
Shropshire and we aim to 
create a national identity for 
it.” 

Mr Scott said there were 
so many festivals in the UK 
that it was very difficult to 
stand out - but revealed 
bosses were looking to pitch 
Osfest as a starting event for 
the festival season. 

“Osfest is the early 
arrival, affordable and fam¬ 
ily oriented,” Mr Scott 
added. 

Cash wait for 
Oslympics 

A SPORTING group in 
Oswestry organising 

Olympic-style games this 
summer will have to wait for 
a council funding decision. 

Plans are being put in 
place for Oswestry Games, 
nicknamed The Oslympics, 
from July 6-15. 

Organisers are looking for 
financial support to help 
meet the £10,000 cost of 
staging the event and have 
asked the town council for a 
£1,500 grant. 

The games are being 
organised by the Oswestry 
Games Organising Commit¬ 
tee, a subcommittee of 
Oswestry and District 
Sports Council. 

Town officials put the 
request on hold until they 
have more funding in the pot 
next month, which is in the 
new financial year.

“Britain needs more enterprise 
and entrepreneurship, and I hope 
that the Business Awards will help 
to stimulate more of that spirit in 
Oswestry and the surrounding area.

SMOKE BOMB ATTACK 
PUIS STOP TO MATCH 


AN Oswestry football match was halted after it was disrupted by fans 
who threw smoke bombs onto the pitch. 

Missiles were thrown on the pitch during the Dyke Yaxley Shropshire 
Sunday Premier Cup quarter final clash between Oswestry’s Oak Inn 
and Telford’s Randlay Farmhouse 09. 

The match, in which Randlay beat the cup holders 4-3 on penalties, was played at Morda 
United’s Weston Road Ground in Oswestry on Sunday. As well as the smoke bombs, com¬ 
plaints have also been made about threatening and drunken behaviour by some spectators. 

An investigation has now been launched. Neil Sambrook, Shropshire FA’s general man¬ 


ager, said they were waiting for reports from 
the clubs, the referee and two Shropshire FA 
officials that were watching the match. 

He said: “I’ve had a report from an official 
at Morda complaining about the behaviour 
of Randlay’s supporters. 

“There was an instance of crowd disorder. 
Once we get a referee’s report, a decision will 
be made whether a charge will be brought 
for failing to control supporters. It has been 
indicated that there was a smoke bomb 
thrown from the stands.” 

Dave McTweed, who runs the Morda 
Social Club, said he had not opened the 
licensed premise after seeing the behaviour 
of the visiting fans. 

Missed 

“I had planned to open the clubhouse so 
that both sets of players and supporters 
could enjoy the facilities but was telephoned 
to say that I needed to rethink,” he said. 

“I arrived just in time to see a flare come 
out of the stand and land on the pitch. Other 
flares were thrown and a linesman had a 
narrow escape when one missed his head by 
inches. 

“The Randlay supporters had arrived by 
bus and were very unruly and making a lot 
of noise in the stand. 

“It was an unsavoury situation. People 
were being verbally abused and as soon as I 
saw the flare I decided to keep the clubhouse

closed. There was a very hostile atmos¬ 
phere.” 

Royal Oak had been winning the match 2- 
0 and the first smoke bomb was thrown on 
the pitch when Randlay pulled a goal back, 
before going on to win the match. 

Graham Sutton, manager of Oak Inn FC, 
said that about 45 Randlay fans were pres¬ 
ent. 

Michael Roberts, assistant manager at 
Randlay, said manager Alex Mincher had 
approached the club’s supporters to ask 
them to calm down when a smoke bomb was 
thrown. 

He added: “We don’t condone throwing 
smoke bombs on the pitch. If I’d known they 
had them before then it wouldn’t have hap¬ 
pened. 

“We went back to their pub after the game 
and there was no animosity between us at 
all as far as I’m concerned.” 

Randlay won the game 4-3 on penalties 
after it had finished 2-2 after extra time. 

They are now due to face Plough Inn 
(Wellington) on Sunday in the semi-final of 
the competition at Shifnal Town’s Phoenix 
Park. 

Oak Inn play football in the North Shrop¬ 
shire Sunday League while Randlay com¬ 
pete in the Telford Sunday League.

No Tesco for supermarket 
space on £56m retail park

SUPERMARKET giant Tesco has no plans to open a store in Oswestry, 
bosses confirmed this week. 

It had been widely believed Tesco would be the mystery name to move into the superstore 
being built on the outskirts of town as part of the £56 million redevelopment of the Smith- 
field livestock site in Shrewsbury Road. 

Leading restaurant chains McDonald’s and Frankie and Benny’s have been lined up for 
the site but developers Liberty Mercian are yet to reveal which supermarket will be created 
there. In the past Tesco has expressed an interest in coming to the town. 

But now managers say there are no cur¬ 
rent plans for a store in Oswestry. 

Sophie Akokhia, a Tesco spokeswoman, 
said: “We did have an application some time 
ago but it got refused. 

“People have always known we had an 
interest. It is something we looked at a cou¬ 
ple of years ago. 

“There are currently no plans to come to 
Oswestry.” 

The news has been welcomed by strug¬ 
gling town centre traders who fear their 
business will be hit further by the opening 
of another out-of-town development. 

Best 

Yossi Gliksman, owner of Oswestry inde¬ 
pendent shop Upstairs Downstairs, in Leg 
Street, welcomed the Tesco announcement. 

He said: “As a trader in the town this is 
the best news I have heard this month.” 

Mr Gliksman said people were still trying 
to guess which store would be coming to the 
town. 

“The traders are feeling there is a dark 
cloud lingering about. It is like a threat. We 
are trying our best to keep the town centre 
going.” 

Chas Nicholson, from town campaign 
group 0S21, which was against the develop¬ 
ment on the Smithfield site, said: “If Tesco 
isn’t coming to the town then who will? 

“It is good news for the town that it is not 
coming but it depends on what happens 
next. 

“It is a puzzle over what is going to come. 
It is all very interesting.” 

Simon Hoar, planning consultant for Lib¬ 
erty Mercian, which is behind the develop¬ 
ment site in Shrewsbury Road, said: “We 
will make an announcement when we have 
signed the deal.” 


Starbucks and 
KFC planning to 
open branches 

FAST FOOD chain KFC and coffee giant 
Starbucks has unveiled plans to open in 
Oswestry, creating more than 60 jobs. 

The global chains are both looking to open 
restaurants with drive-thru facilities on the 
Oswestry Gateway development site near 
the Mile End roundabout. 

Oswestry firm J Ross Developments, 
which is acting as the agent for Starbucks 
and KFC, said the proposals formed part of 
the second phase of development at the 
Oswestry Gateway site. 

The firm says the proposed restaurants 
will bring a jobs boost to Oswestry and 
potentially bring further development. 

Part of the Oswestry Gateway site has 
already been developed and includes a Pre¬ 
mier Inn Hotel and an associated Table 
Table Restaurant. 

A report from J Ross Developments, in 
support of the latest plans, says: “Starbucks 
and KFC are currently investing in a consid¬ 
erable programme of development through¬ 
out the country at busy roadside locations 
and see this site in Oswestry, at the A5/A483 
roundabout, as an opportunity to extend the 
facilities offered to passing traffic. 

“This latest application forms the com¬ 
mencement of the second phase of the 
Oswestry Gateway development. The pro¬ 
posed development will also create welcome 
local employment. 

“Starbucks are hoping to employ an esti¬ 
mated 11 full time and six part-time posi¬ 
tions while KFC will be employing between 
40-45 people, of which half will be full time 
and half part-time.”

Objections submitted highlighted worries 
about how traffic will access the site and how 
the proposal will affect bridleways. 

Concerns 

But a report by planning officers said the 
bid had been altered in the light of the con¬ 
cerns and added: “It is considered that the 
proposal constitutes an acceptable form of 
rural enterprise, including the re-use of cur¬ 
rently redundant agricultural buildings, in a 
location which is readily accessible and has 
good links to existing settlements, facilities 
and other tourist attractions. 

“The development can be carried out 
without any unacceptable impact on neigh¬ 
bouring property owners, highway users, or 
protected species.” 

The report explained that the application 
could be decided by planning officers rather 
than go before councillors in committee 
despite the objections. 

It said: “The proposed development is 
considered to accord with the requirements 
of the council’s relevant adopted policies and 
no contrary opinions have been received 
that would require determination of the 
application by committee.” 

The report added that St Martins Parish 
Council backed the proposal. 


Museum nets

Volunteers running the attraction, based 
on the top floor of The Guildhall in Bailey 
Head, said they hoped to welcome 1,000 
people through the doors by the end of the 
first month.

THE MAN who launched a frozen 
food empire in Leg Street, 
Oswestry, back in 1970 is coming 
back to town to support the 
Oswestry & Border Chronicle. 

Malcolm Walker, who recently completed 
a £1.45 billion takeover of the Iceland com¬ 
pany, will be guest speaker at the Lion Quays 
Resort on April 26 for the Chronicle’s Busi¬ 
ness Awards. 

Earlier this month Mr Walker became 
chairman and chief executive of Iceland as 
head of a management buyout for the frozen 
food firm from Icelandic bank liquidators. 

An entrepreneur to his fingertips Mr 
Walker was born in Yorkshire in 1946 and 
his first venture was as a dance promoter 
while he was still at grammar school. 

Fortune 

Leaving school without conspicuous aca¬ 
demic qualifications, he immediately identi¬ 
fied retailing as the way to make his fortune, 
and began work as a trainee manager at 
Wool worths. Iceland was founded as a side¬ 
line in 1970 with a single small shop in 
Oswestry selling loose frozen food. 

Mr Walker has only ever had three paid 
jobs, and so far he’s been fired from two of 
them. Discovery of his extracurricular 
interest in frozen food prompted his dis¬ 
missal by Woolworths in 1971, but luckily 
this provided the catalyst for a rapid expan¬ 
sion of Iceland into a national chain which 
by 2000 had £2 billion of sales, 22,000 
employees and over 700 shops. 

Me Walker was chairman and chief exec¬ 
utive through 30 years of continuous sales 
growth, in all but one of which the company

also increased its profits. Following the 
acquisition of the Booker cash and carry 
business in April 2000, Iceland became a 
food group with sales of £5.5 billion. 

He was fired for the second time in his life 
in January 2001, and responded by founding 
his second new frozen food retail business, 
Cooltrader. 

Meanwhile Iceland, renamed The Big 
Food Group, floundered under its new man¬ 
agement. 

The Big Food Group was rescued from

severe financial difficulties by a takeover in 
February 2005, when he returned to Iceland 
as chief executive officer and a member of 
the consortium that took the company pri¬ 
vate. 

Earlier this month Mr Walker again 
became chairman and chief executive of Ice¬ 
land after leading a successful £1.45 billion 
management buyout with the support of 
three new equity investors. 

He is proud of Iceland’s exceptional 
record of raising more than £8.5 million for 


good causes over the last 25 years. In spring 
2011 along with his son Richard he climbed 
23,000ft to the North Col of Everest as part 
of the Iceland Everest Expedition for the 
company’s current charity of the year, 
Alzheimer’s Research UK (ARUK). 

Mr Walker was awarded the CBE in 1995. 
He has been married to Rhianydd for more 
than 40 years. 

They have three grown-up children and 
six grandchildren, and live near Chester.

A FORMER Oswestry building society man¬ 
ager has been jailed for 18 months after steal¬ 
ing thousands of pounds from a 97-year-old 
customer. 

Rebecca Entwistle, 26, of College Road, Oswestry, denied 
stealing £13,390 belonging to Mercy Williams when she 
worked at the Nationwide Building Society in Oswestry. 

But she was found guilty at Shrewsbury Crown Court last 
week and last Thursday was jailed at the same court. 

Judge Robin Onions told the mother-of-two that she had 
selected and taken advantage of her elderly victim after 
going into arrears on a loan and a mortgage. 

He said: “You took money to reduce your debts. You and 
your partner were living well beyond your 
means. Mercy Williams, who was 97 at the 
time, is shortly to be 100 years of age. 

“You may have told your family you didn’t 
do it. You may have even convinced yourself 
you didn’t do it. But the evidence was over¬ 
whelming. The sooner you get it into your 
head you did it, the sooner you can move on. ” 
Judge Onions also told the court he was 
unimpressed by the defence case, which 
sought to cast suspicion on her colleagues. 

He said he hoped Nationwide would carry 
out a review of its procedures, including the 
way it looked after elderly customers. 

He said: “They need to look at the way 
they carry out their methods.” 

Mr Paul Smith, for Entwistle, said her 
family had made arrangements for her 
young children to be looked after while she 
served her sentence. 

During her trial Entwistle also denied 
stealing £500 from retired accountant John 
Bartley and £200 from his wife, Carolyn. 

The jury failed to reach a verdict on the 
thefts from the Bartleys, and those two 
charges were ordered to lie on file.

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Stamps price hike signals the end for Royal Mail 


TODAY SURELY marks the beginning of the 
end for the Royal Mail after the regulator 
lifted price controls and a first class stamp 
rocketed up 30 per cent to 60p. 

How many of will now turn away com¬ 
pletely from a service which has been allowed 
to deteriorate and now claims to be at ‘severe 
risk’ unless price controls are lifted? 

How many of us are happy with the service 
the Royal Mail provides anyway? 

Talk to your local postie and he or she will 
tell you just how tough their job has become 
as cuts and cost savings bite into what was 
once a proud organisation. Centralised sort¬ 
ing offices, later deliveries and fewer staff 
have already made life very difficult for the 
men and women at the sharp end of deliver¬ 
ies. 

A 30 per cent increase on first class deliv¬ 
eries and an amazing 39 per cent increase on 
the second class service from 36p to 50p 
would be met with absolute outrage in any 
other sector and will have a massive effect on 
the elderly with many still relying on the 


local postman for contact with the outside 
world. 

It will hit the very pensioners badly 
treated in last week’s budget by a Govern¬ 
ment decision which took us all by surprise 
and will have cost David Cameron thousands 
if not millions of votes. 

Royal Mail delivered 16 billion letters to 
around 28 million addresses last year. But 
since 2006 there has been a 25 per cent 
decline in postal volumes with further falls 
expected. The arrival of electronic mail had 
a massive impact on the postal service. The 
Grim Reaper may already have been knock¬ 


ing at the door - this time he’s on the way in.

I HAD TO smile at this week’s news that 
ministers are to set out plans for tougher 
community sentences for offenders in Eng¬ 
land and Wales. 

The plans could include wider use of elec¬ 
tronic tagging using GPS tracking and inten¬ 
sive punishment orders including curfews 
and travel bans. With around 170,000 a year 
given community sentences ministers are 
concerned they are too lenient.

In fact their days of community service are 
often regarded as a social occasion to meet up 
with like-minded people and probably do 
more harm than good when preventing re¬ 
offending.

Faith on the frontline is 
Padre Alex's new mission

HE WAS once a parish priest in 
Oswestry - now Padre Alex Ben¬ 
nett is spreading the word in war- 
torn Afghanistan. 

The Church of England padre is based at 
Camp Bastion in Helmand province where 
he is regularly confronted by the harsh real¬ 
ities of conflict. 

But while services are conducted under 
canvas rather than vaulted ceilings, he still 
feels a sense of community on the desert 
base. 

Padre Bennett decided to leave behind his 
old life in Oswestry eight years ago to take on 
a fresh challenge. 

He said: “I went from a parish where I was 
far younger than my congregation to mili¬ 
tary bases where I was among the oldest. 

“I suppose I was motivated partly by the 
desire to serve my country, partly by the 
challenge and partly by the fact this was a 
very different type of work. 

“There is something about the extreme 
circumstances people find themselves in out 
here that makes them seek answers they 
may not otherwise seek. 

“My role is partly religious and partly pas¬ 
toral. I’m here to be everybody’s friend and 
being there when they need to talk. 

“While it would be wonderful if the whole 
British army suddenly converted to Christi¬ 
anity, for me it is more important to help peo¬ 
ple find whatever hidden faith helps them 
through.” 

Originally from Bournemouth and having 
also served in Ipswich, the padre, of the 1st 
Queen’s Dragoon Guards, said all major 
denominations were represented on base. 

He said padres played a key role in vigils 
held following the deaths of servicemen. 

Padre Bennett said: “The vigils are very 
important to provide a focal point and an 
outlet for grief. 

“The guys out here have to get on with 
their job but it is also important they are

given the opportunity to reflect on those 


The priest is on his third tour of 
Afghanistan, having previously spent two 
spells in Sangin, the scene of some of the 
fiercest fighting in the war. 

“I do get a sense of progress being made,” 
he said. 


“I have seen Sangin go from an extremely 
dangerous town to somewhere where locals 
can move around freely. ” 

And while his duties in Afghanistan vary 
from those of a parish priest, he still feels a 
strong connection to those around him. 

“We don’t have marriages or births but I 
still conduct baptisms out here,” he said.

“My congregation is much more transient 
and can go from a handful to dozens depend¬ 
ing on who is on base at any particular time. 

“For me what is most rewarding is the 
snatched conversations which may seem 
inconsequential but which allow a brief 
human connection in an otherwise hostile 
world.”

Mega-lorries due to hit the road 


READERS MAY be aware of the var¬ 
ious upheavals we’ve had: Widening 
and strengthening of bridges as well as 
much heated discussion and the subse¬ 
quent accusations of road damage 
regarding the increasing sizes of lor¬ 
ries from the EU. 

Now we learn that the European 
Commission is to announce changes 
that will allow so-called mega-lorries to 
cross borders between member states. 
Under current rules, lorries on EU 
roads cannot be longer than 18.75 


metres or heavier than 40 tonnes with 
cargo. 

But, following the development of 
mega-lorries which are nine metres - 
28 feet - longer and 20 tonnes heavier 
than normal lorries, the rules were 
changed to allow member states to con¬ 
duct trials of larger vehicles. 

MEPs are concerned that making 
the change via legal interpretation, 
rather than by revising the directive, 
bypasses the co-decision process - in 
other words we are given no choice but 


to comply and do as we’re told, though 
the Government wouldn’t admit it. 

Road haulage associations say they 
would cut costs by 20 per cent to 30 per 
cent and result in fewer lorries on the 
road. 

But rail organisations say it would 
result in a 30 per cent shift of freight 
from rail to road and there must also be 
safety concerns about the extra-large 
lorries.

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Man jailed 
over sex 
with girl 
aged 15 

A WELSHPOOL man who 
had a sexual relationship 
with a 15-year-old girl has 
been jailed for two years and 
four months. 

Daniel Thomas, of Mount 
Street, Middletown, told 
police he did not see any¬ 
thing wrong with it. The 23- 
year-old admitted two 
charges of sexual activity 
with a child, involving inter¬ 
course. 

Judge Merfyn Hughes QC 
described the girl as vulner¬ 
able and said the girl’s 
mother and grandmother 
condoned what had occurred. 

In fact the grandmother 
wrote a letter of support for 
Thomas, part of which was 
read out at Mold Crown 
Court, sitting in Chester. 

She said that she saw 
nothing wrong with girls, 
once they were 13, having 
sex as long as they used con¬ 
traception. 

The judge said he believed 
the girl was particularly vul¬ 
nerable. In sentencing, he 
ordered Thomas should reg¬ 
ister with the police as a sex 
offender for the next 10 
years. He also made a Sexual 
Offences Prevention Order. 

Mr Myles Wilson, defend¬ 
ing, said that it was not the 
case of an older man cyni¬ 
cally seeking out a younger 
girl for sexual gratification. 

He had sought the vic¬ 
tim’s family approval and 
they spoke of the girl being 
more difficult in her behav¬ 
iour before she met him.

£l50m broadband plan 
blow for region, says MD

BROADBAND users in the Welsh¬ 
pool area have been left in the 
‘cyber slow lane’ after Chancellor 
George Osborne announced 
plans to upgrade speeds in cities. 

Annette Burgess, managing director of 
Welshpool-based broadband provider 
eXwavia, said Mr Osborne’s package of £150 
million for ‘super fast’ broadband for cities 
and ‘smaller cities’ would be a huge blow to 
the region. 

The Chancellor announced in his budget 
that £100 million will go to support broad¬ 
band infrastructure capable of providing 
high speed broadband connections in 10 UK 
cities and a further £50 million for ‘smaller 
cities’ as part of the National Infrastructure 
Plan. 

Unfair 

But there is no extra cash to get rural 
Britain on the super-fast highway, leaving 
businesses and communities to face an 
uncertain and unfair future that could affect 
jobs and future commercial investment. 

She said: “The announcement is good 
news - if you live in one of the 10 cities 
named and, potentially in a smaller city. 

“But the majority of the UK, which is 
made up of rural communities, will suffer as 
a result. Without significant investment in 
the rural broadband infrastructure there is 
a risk to jobs and investment as well as social 
issues. The message that rural communities 
are hearing from the government is that 
they are not important.” 

Miss Burgess added that the extension to 
the Welsh Government’s Broadband Sup¬ 
port Scheme in Wales was to be welcomed. 

“But more needs to be done to ensure 
rural areas throughout the UK are not left 
lagging behind or else we face a country with 
a social and business divide as a result of 
lack of broadband capability,” she said.

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Probe into flood warning system 


DAILY CHECKS on water levels in 
Llanfyllin will be carried out until a 
new flood alert system is installed, 
town councillors have been told. 

The councillors called for action 
after homes were flooded in the town in 
January when an early warning sys¬ 
tem maintained by Powys County 
Council failed. 

County council drainage experts 
reassured councillors and residents at 
last week’s Llanfyllin Town Council 
that work was being carried out now to 


identify a new fail-proof early warning 
system. 

The properties were flooded in the 
early hours of January 3 when an elec¬ 
tronic alarm - operated by the county 
council and which warns when a cul¬ 
vert in the town is blocked - failed to go 
off. 

County council land drainage man¬ 
ager Graham Astley said possible solu¬ 
tions could be the installation of 
technology which allowed photographs 
to be taken of water levels or the instal¬ 


lation of more advanced sensors which 
signalled when water levels could 
become a problem. 

Warnings could be given by mobile 
phone text or e-mail and residents 
could even sign up to the service, he 
said. 

But he said whatever solution was 
agreed upon had to be in line with flood 
systems the council was using county¬ 
wide. Mr Astley admitted the county 
council was still unable to say why the 
system had failed in the first place. 


Planting to protect 
river bank and fish

HUNDREDS OF trees have been planted on 
the side of a river in Llansilin to protect both 
the river bank and the fish that spawn in the 
water. 

The Severn Rivers Trust hosted the tree planting 
day on Saturday and Mike Morris, from the church, 
said: “The Woodland Trust has provided 600 native 

trees through its Jubilee 
Woods Project which 
were planted by a team 
of volunteers on the 
Afon Cynllaith.” 

He said that by planting 
the trees it would benefit 
the spawning potential of 
brown trout in the river. 

“By planting the trees 
along the bank, the river 
will be protected from over 
grazing and erosion, and 
the water temperature will 
be lowered downstream to 
benefit spawning fish,” he 
said. 

“We have been working 
closely with the farmer 
who has fenced off part of 
the stream to stop it being 
damaged by his animals.” 

Drought 

Mr Morris said the Afon 
Cynllaith was a tributory 
of the River Tanat which 
itself was a tributary of the 
River Severn. 

“At this time when much 
of Britain is facing drought 
it is so important to care 
for our water. 

“Combined with our 
work to educate the public 
about their role in improv¬ 
ing and protecting water 
resources and working 
alongside other partners 
to actively promote poli¬ 
cies and activities, we hope 
to benefit the whole envi¬ 
ronment. 

“On a practical level we 
get out ‘in the field’ and 
‘get our feet wet’ to protect 
and restore rivers and 
waterways that have 
already suffered damage 
or are threatened.”

POLICE IN Mid Wales have 
teamed up with other forces 
in the country in a bid to cut 
down on metal thefts. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said it 
had launched ‘Don’t Cop 
Out’, an all-Wales campaign 
to encourage the public to 
report information to the 
police concerning metal 
theft if they see something 
unusual in their community. 

This could be anything 
from unknown vans parked 
up in the area, to the arrival 
of unexpected workmen. 

Metal theft is now esti¬ 
mated to cost the UK econ¬ 
omy around £770 million 
every year. 

Assistant Chief Constable 
Matt Jukes, lead officer for 
tackling metal theft, said: 
“Even the smallest amount 
of stolen cables or wiring can 
cause a great deal of incon¬ 
venience and distress to 
local people. 

“These types of crimes are 
committed mostly in full 
view of the public, however, 
most of us presume that if 
we see people in work-type 
clothing or yellow jackets 
working on power cables or 
on roofs, then they must 
have someone’s permission. 

“But I encourage every¬ 
one to question what they 
see. If the vans, the uni¬ 
forms, the time of day or the 
behaviour doesn’t seem 
right to you, then contact 
police.”

Through Os-CAR money 
from Oswestry’s Commu¬ 
nity Safety Partnership was 
directed towards funding 
the first phase of the project 
during August and Septem¬ 
ber. 

The outreach youth work¬ 
ers met up with 25 to 35 
young people on the streets 
of Oswestry on a weekly 
basis, and the youth cafe 
itself drew in a further 15 to 
20 young people on a Satur¬ 
day evening. 

The cafe provided a safe 
and alcohol-free environ¬ 
ment, and a chance to dis¬ 
cuss the dangers associated 
with underage drinking, the 
illegality of proxy purchas¬ 
ing, levels of alcohol con¬ 
sumption, and the effects of 
anti-social behaviour.

Wilson, Oswestry Youth 
Cafe’s project leader, said: 
“We really believe this proj¬ 
ect has been a success. Our 
detached team, headed up by 
Ian Jones and Geoff Moore, 
have built up good relation¬ 
ships with young people on 
the streets and have 
engaged in a number of joint 
walkabouts with the local 
Community Support Offi¬ 
cers from West Mercia 
Police.” 

The second phase of the 
project is running until next 
month and is being funded 
by West Mercia Police, 
through a donation of £1,800 
and a further £1,000 from 
Oswestry’s Community 
Safety Partnership. 

The youth cafe is now 
looking for funding to widen 
the brief of the project to 
include both drugs and alco¬ 
hol beyond this April and 
into 2013.

How French fancies won the day 
when twinning fever hit town

READY for un peu de histoire? 
Or, to put it another way, can 
you name Oswestry’s twin 
town? 

If you said Diksmuide in Belgium, 
there will be knowing folk who scoff and 
say you’re mixing it up with Ellesmere - 
Diksmuide is Ellesmere’s twin town. 

But it isn’t really such a bad answer, 
because when twinning fever gripped 
Oswestry in 1974, Diksmuide was in pole 
position to be Oswestry’s twin town. 

In the event, nothing happened and it 
all fizzled out. One councillor, Mrs Mona 
Edwards, said that if Oswestry was going 
to twin, it should find a far more interest¬ 
ing town. Poor Diksmuide! 

A few years later a head of steam built 
up again, led by a newly-formed Oswestry 
and District Tourist Association. 

Successful 

Links were made through the British 
Council of Twinning, a sort of interna¬ 
tional town dating service. In September 
1979 officials at Combs-La-Ville, a town 
south of Paris with a population of about 
15,000, said they were definitely inter¬ 
ested in twinning with Oswestry. 

Weeks later a party from Oswestry 
went to meet their French counterparts. 
It was, reported back Oswestry town

mayor Owen Jones, a successful meeting, 
during which they were given a cham¬ 
pagne reception and toured the social 
and sports facilities and the schools. 

In February 1980, there was a recipro¬ 
cal visit for a delegation from Combs-La- 
Ville during which they saw the “sights” 


of Oswestry such as the Cambrian Rail¬ 
ways depot in Oswald Road. 

All went well and the two towns moved 
towards a formal link-up. 

There had been the usual moans along 
the way about the cost of twin town signs 
and the like. And a proposal to entertain 


the French visitors with a ‘village idiot’ 
led to a quickly revised job description of 
‘jester’ or ‘clown’. 

The climax came in Oswestry on May 
23, 1981. There were celebrations and a 
huge sign strung across Powis market 
hall welcoming the 49 French visitors. 


In a bilingual ceremony on Castle 
Bank, the twinning charter was signed 
by town mayor John Cassin. 

Contemporary reports don’t say who 
signed it for the French contingent, but 
it appears to have been Monsieur Claude 
Sapin, deputy mayor of Combs-La-Ville. 


As an aside, the Combs-La-Villais 
appear to be rather more enthusiastic 
about twinning than Oswestrians - the 
French town has twinned with a further 
four towns since forging the link with 
Oswestry in 1981 and Combs-La-Ville is 
twinned with seven towns in total.

New sports saloon 
driving the changes 


Suzuki is moving in a new direc¬ 
tion with the Kizashi as the new 
2012 sports saloon gets four- 
wheel drive and automatic trans¬ 
mission as standard. 

It’s an unusual combination but the com¬ 
pany claims the Kizashi redefines the tradi¬ 
tional performance saloon and moves the brand 
upscale without abandoning the traditional 
emphasis on content and value. 

Kizashi means “a sign of great things to 
come” and the car has been developed as the 
flagship model in the Global Suzuki passenger 
car line-up. 



With a long established reputation as being a 
specialist in small, sporty cars and 4WD SUVs, 
Kizashi took the company into the mid-sized 
segment for the first time in late 2009. 

Now the 2012 Sport model features a host of 
external and internal modifications that 


include a muscular front fascia, with chrome 
accents, and lower grille, body side sill exten¬ 
sions and lower body side mouldings with 
chrome accents. 

The model comes fitted with custom light¬ 
weight 18-in alloy wheels and a sport steering 
wheel, with contrasting stitching for its leather 
seats, gear shift surround and parking brake 
boot. 

Kizashi is Suzuki’s first mid-size saloon car 
and comfortably accommodates up to five peo¬ 
ple while retaining a sleek and stylish look. 
Exterior dimensions are length-width-height 
of 4,650mm x 1,820mm x 1,470mm, making it 
one of the most compact “D” segment saloon 
cars. 

The interior offers plenty of leg and shoulder 
room, even for rear seat passengers and all¬ 
round seating is comfortable. The rear seats 
divide 60:40 to accommodate seating for one or 
two rear passengers or none, making full use of 
the extra boot space available. 

A ski bag-style load through facility is also 
installed for carrying longer items. 

The Kizashi Sport has seven airbags; four 
electric windows, MP3/WMA compatible CD 
tuner with eight speakers, dual-zone automatic 
air conditioning, keyless entry and start, and 
folding heated door mirrors. 

The sole option for Kizashi will be a touch-

screen satellite navigation system, available as 
a dealer fit - the rest comes as standard. 

Suzuki claims a combined fuel consumption 
figure of 34mpg with C02 emissions of 191g/km 
- though on a week’s test the car rarely topped 
30mpg. 

For the UK market, the responsive 178hp, 
2.41itre engine is connected to a performance- 
tuned Continuously Variable Transmission 
(CVT). 

The transmission is fitted with an additional 
shift lever gate as well as switches behind the 
steering wheel to fully optimise driver control as 
the system can be operated manually through 
the available programme of six speeds. There’s 
also a Hill Hold Facility. 

A long list of standard safety equipment 
includes seven airbags, Electronic Stability Pro¬ 
gramme, anti-lock braking system with elec¬ 
tronic brake-force distribution and a reinforced 
rigid chassis for added stability and control. 

The dashboard layout is functional but not 
classy with the controls logically positioned and 
easy to find, and everything at just the right 
height. 

I’m not convinced Suzuki will find a big mar¬ 
ket for this model despite it being an enjoyable 
drive as well as a functional and attractive 
option. 

The D segment is a difficult and highly com¬ 
petitive place to be and it’s going to be a ques¬ 
tion of how many people demand four-wheel 
drive and automatic transmission as standard 
despite a top speed of 127mph and 0-62mph in 
8.8 seconds.

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Staying safe on 
our motorways 


Motorways are busy 
places. They carry one 
fifth of all our traffic but 
are less than one per cent 
of the total length of all the 
UK’s roads. They are also 
our safest roads, and fol¬ 
lowing these tips will keep 
you safer still. 

Always think about what’s around 
you. Check your mirrors regularly, as 
well as before you make a manoeuvre. 
On busy motorways, you need to cre¬ 
ate as much room around your car as 
possible, and always plan a way out of 
any difficulty. 

For example, if somebody pulls 
sharply into the lane in front of you, 
would you have room behind you to 
brake harshly, or could you move into 
the outside lane? If you have too little 
space, increase the gap between your¬ 
self and the car in front. Actively

reminding yourself to check your mir¬ 
rors every so often also helps you keep 
focussed on your driving. 

A hazard is anything that forces you 
to think about changing your speed or 
direction. When you decide to change 
lane, similarly you create a hazard to 
the other drivers around you. 

Signal your intentions early, espe¬ 
cially if you have somebody following 
close behind. When you change lane on 
the motorway other drivers will often 
give you room to pull out - but never 
force your way out, even when traffic 
is busy. 

Always keep at least a two second 
gap between yourself and the vehicle 
in front. I recommend doubling this 
to compensate for all of the other 




drivers who aren’t sticking to the 
rule. However careful you are, it is 
easy to unintentionally reduce your 
following distance when you change 
lanes, so if you pull out and are too 
close, gradually back off the car in 
front until you are back to your two 
seconds. When changing lanes you 
also need to look out for other drivers 
that might be aiming to pull into the 
same space as you from another lane, 
or from behind you. 

In heavy traffic you can keep mov¬ 
ing for longer by keeping an eye on the 
vehicle three or four up the queue, as 
opposed to just the one in front. This 
saves fuel and frustration. If brake 
lights go on up ahead, you know the 
traffic will come to a halt, so back off 
until the traffic moves on again. 

When overtaking, move out, pass 
the vehicle(s), and move back in as 
soon as it’s safe. If other people want 
to go faster you will only cause frustra¬ 
tion by sticking in the outside lane.

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Bason in 
another 
fine win 
in series 

ANDY BASON took another 
win in difficult conditions in 
round two of the Friction 
and Hydraulic Services 
Shropshire Championship 
Points Series, writes 
JOHN BRIDGWATER. 

Foul weather blighted the 
Oswestry Paragon Hilly 17, 
leaving riders to contend 
with slippery roads and 
standing water. 

But this didn’t stop 
Bason, who recorded an time 
of 43 minutes and 58 sec¬ 
onds at Llanyblodwel. 

The county champion 
exceeded 50mph, at times, 
on hairy descents made 
tricky by mud washed down 
over the roads by the torren¬ 
tial rain during the early 
part of the event. 

Some riders had to cope 
with freezing hail, which 
particularly affected the 
climb to the Old Race Course 
above Oswestry. 

This effort was good 
enough to take the veteran’s 
competition too, with Bason 
the only rider to beat his tar¬ 
get time on the day - by just 
49 seconds. 

This fine performance 
cements Bason’s position at 
the top of the overall leader 
board and sees him unusu¬ 
ally in joint lead of the vet¬ 
eran’s standings, too. 

Richard Watson did all he 
could do to pin Bason back 
and put in a great perform¬ 
ance, posting 45.46 seconds, 
to show how much he has 
improved since last year. 

The Paramount rider 
firmly secured himself in 
second place in the overall 
standings, opening up a 40 
point gap on Peter Griffin. 

That pushed the Newport 
rider into third on the day in 
the veteran’s standings, too. 

This was thanks to a fine - 
1.16, with Griffin a further 
2.33 back having to share his 
usual series lead with Bason. 

Competitive 

It was a close thing for 
third though with three rid¬ 
ers split by just 10 seconds, 
with Oswestry Paragon’s 
Neil Coles winning out. 

Having now fully recov¬ 
ered from a shoulder opera¬ 
tion, Coles stopped the 
watch on 51:14 to outpace 
Wrekinsport tri-athlete 
Mark Griffiths by seven sec¬ 
onds and club mate Steve 
Whalley by 10. 

These good performances 
helped Wrekinsport to 
extend their lead in the Top 
Club Award standings. 

The two riders grabbed 85 
points of an overall 105 point 
tally to open up a 145 point 
lead over Ludlow CC. 

There was some delight 
for Mid-Shropshire Wheeler 
Jenny York, as she extended 
her ladies series lead with a 
terrific ride. 

York finished over four 
minutes clear of the nearest 
opposition in a great time of 
55:06. 

It was good enough for 
ninth on the day, which is 
the highest placing for a 
female in the main series 
since the competition began. 

So strong was this ride 
that York also captured 
fourth spot against target 
time, a very difficult feat. 

Oswestry Olympian 
Laura Gartry put up what 
would be an excellent ride in 
any other circumstances 
with 59:12, to move into the 
runner-up spot in the overall 
Ladies standings just 15 
points off the pace.

ST MARTINS hopes of a top 
three finish in the West Mid¬ 
lands Division Two were hit 
by a 1-0 defeat at Riverway.

Derby defeat heaps pressure 
on Mario’s men for the run-in 



WITH just three games remaining, Llanrhaeadr’s prospects of survival 
in the Huws Gray Cymru Alliance dimmed further with a 2-0 home loss 
to Powys rivals Guilsfield. 

Defeat kept Mario Iaquinta’s side four points adrift of safety, and facing a big test with 
three of the league’s top four teams to play in their remaining games, the first of those at 
Porthmadog on Saturday. 

Two first half goals from Chris Roberts, his first since the league cup final last year, put 
the visitors on course for the points, while Llanrhaeadr boss Iaquinta admitted his side 
failed to deliver in the derby. 

“I was disappointed with the way we played in the first half, we never started,” he said. 
“Guilsfield were more up for the game than us, and all the good work of the past three 
weeks evaporated. We did a lot better in the second half, we had plenty of pressure but yet 
again just couldn’t get the ball over the line. We need to get ahead in games, which we 
haven’t done this season, and when you’re two goals down at half-time, it’s very difficult.” 

He added: “We’ll keep going, but we now need at least four points from our final three 
games. Unfortunately we’ve got the league’s third and fourth teams away, and the second 
team at home, so it will be a massive task. I’ve told the lads there is no pressure as we’ve 

had no expectation of stay¬ 
ing up, but I want us to be 
competitive in those final 
three games.” 

Midfielder Josh Wood has 
been a notable absentee 
through suspension, and 
again misses out against 
Porthmadog while Rob Fox 
is unavailable. 

Llanrhaeadr drew at 
home to Port earlier in the 
season but found themselves 
well beaten in the league 
cup. By contrast, Guilsfield 
boss Russell Cadwallader 
was delighted with last 
week’s performance that 
built on the 4-1 win against 
Rhos Aelwyd the previous 
Saturday. 

“The pitch was bobbly and 
difficult, but I thought we 
played the conditions well,” 
he said.

Suzuki is moving in a new direc¬ 
tion with the Kizashi as the new 
2012 sports saloon gets four- 
wheel drive and automatic trans¬ 
mission as standard. 

It’s an unusual combination but the com¬ 
pany claims the Kizashi redefines the tradi¬ 
tional performance saloon and moves the brand 
upscale without abandoning the traditional 
emphasis on content and value. 

Kizashi means “a sign of great things to 
come” and the car has been developed as the 
flagship model in the Global Suzuki passenger 
car line-up. 



With a long established reputation as being a 
specialist in small, sporty cars and 4WD SUVs, 
Kizashi took the company into the mid-sized 
segment for the first time in late 2009. 

Now the 2012 Sport model features a host of 
external and internal modifications that 


include a muscular front fascia, with chrome 
accents, and lower grille, body side sill exten¬ 
sions and lower body side mouldings with 
chrome accents. 

The model comes fitted with custom light¬ 
weight 18-in alloy wheels and a sport steering 
wheel, with contrasting stitching for its leather 
seats, gear shift surround and parking brake 
boot. 

Kizashi is Suzuki’s first mid-size saloon car 
and comfortably accommodates up to five peo¬ 
ple while retaining a sleek and stylish look. 
Exterior dimensions are length-width-height 
of 4,650mm x 1,820mm x 1,470mm, making it 
one of the most compact “D” segment saloon 
cars. 

The interior offers plenty of leg and shoulder 
room, even for rear seat passengers and all¬ 
round seating is comfortable. The rear seats 
divide 60:40 to accommodate seating for one or 
two rear passengers or none, making full use of 
the extra boot space available. 

A ski bag-style load through facility is also 
installed for carrying longer items. 

The Kizashi Sport has seven airbags; four 
electric windows, MP3/WMA compatible CD 
tuner with eight speakers, dual-zone automatic 
air conditioning, keyless entry and start, and 
folding heated door mirrors. 

The sole option for Kizashi will be a touch-

screen satellite navigation system, available as 
a dealer fit - the rest comes as standard. 

Suzuki claims a combined fuel consumption 
figure of 34mpg with C02 emissions of 191g/km 
- though on a week’s test the car rarely topped 
30mpg. 

For the UK market, the responsive 178hp, 
2.41itre engine is connected to a performance- 
tuned Continuously Variable Transmission 
(CVT). 

The transmission is fitted with an additional 
shift lever gate as well as switches behind the 
steering wheel to fully optimise driver control as 
the system can be operated manually through 
the available programme of six speeds. There’s 
also a Hill Hold Facility. 

A long list of standard safety equipment 
includes seven airbags, Electronic Stability Pro¬ 
gramme, anti-lock braking system with elec¬ 
tronic brake-force distribution and a reinforced 
rigid chassis for added stability and control. 

The dashboard layout is functional but not 
classy with the controls logically positioned and 
easy to find, and everything at just the right 
height. 

I’m not convinced Suzuki will find a big mar¬ 
ket for this model despite it being an enjoyable 
drive as well as a functional and attractive 
option. 

The D segment is a difficult and highly com¬ 
petitive place to be and it’s going to be a ques¬ 
tion of how many people demand four-wheel 
drive and automatic transmission as standard 
despite a top speed of 127mph and 0-62mph in 
8.8 seconds.

SHREWSBURY’S Stage 2 School of 
Gymnastics returned with an impres¬ 
sive haul of medals after entering 
teams in the George Finney West Mid¬ 
lands Floor and Vault Championships 
at Stoke-on-Trent.

Floodlight fire leaves Town in the dark 


Shrewsbury Town 1 Port Vale 0 match abandoned by Stuart Dunn at the Greenhous Meadow 


AN evening which promised so 
much ground to a premature conclu¬ 
sion with Shrewsbury Town’s pro¬ 
motion bandwagon halted by a 
first-ever abandonment at the 
Greenhous Meadow. 

Leading by a quality James 
Collins goal and increasingly domi¬ 
nant, Town were well on course for 
victory and set to rise to second spot 
in League Two. 

But instead they ended the night 
bitterly frustrated, having fallen to 
fourth place, after an electrical fire 
in the East Stand curtailed their 
impressive progress midway 
through the second half. 

The fire broke out in the flood¬ 
light control room. 

The lights went out on one side of 
the ground and shell-shocked sup¬ 


porters were quickly evacuated. 

“Unfortunately, we had a major 
incident in the East Stand which con¬ 
cerned the floodlights,” said Ian Beb- 
bington, Town’s operations manager. 

“We first noticed a problem when 
we lost one pylon so I went down to 
investigate with our electrician and, 
unfortunately, when we opened the 
control room we had a major fire 
blaze on our hands. We had no 
option but to close the door on it. 

“It was beyond a fire extinguisher 
and we had to call for the emergency 
services, at which point we had to 
effectively evacuate the East Stand. 

“We just can’t legislate for the 
electrical control room gear to go up 
in flames. It’s well maintained and 
gets checked pre-match and post¬ 
match.” 


Town had been playing well and 
turned on the style once Collins 
drove them in front with what would 
have been his 14th goal of the season. 

What a shame such a brilliantly- 
worked goal will be erased from the 
record books with the match need¬ 
ing to be replayed. 

Aaron Wildig, the on-loan Cardiff 
midfielder, started the move on a 
night he shone having been handed 
his first start since the end of 
November on the right flank in place 
of the suspended Jon Taylor. 

Wildig’s measured pass forward 
was delightfully backheeled by Terry 
Gornell perfectly into the path of 
Collins who drilled in a rising shot 
from 12 yards. It was a picture-book 
goal. 

Until that point, it had been 


pretty even, although Town goal¬ 
keeper Chris Neal, picking up from 
where he left off at Morecambe last 
weekend, had to be alert to make one 
excellent first-half save to claw away 
Tom Pope’s point-blank header 
from a corner. 

The goal settled Town down and 
they were well in command until the 
lights went out and left them - and 
their biggest home crowd of the sea¬ 
son - contemplating what might 
have been.

JAMES Collins grabbed the win¬ 
ner but most of the plaudits went 
to goalkeeper Chris Neal after 
Town cranked up their promotion 
charge at the Globe Arena. 

Just a week after his mistake 
proved so costly at Plymouth, the 
former Morecambe loanee played 
a starring role between the posts. 

Neal pulled off two top class 
saves either side of young Jon 
Taylor’s first career red card as 
Town chalked up a timely seventh 
away league win of the season. 

Neal brilliantly dived full 
length to his left to claw away a 
curling effort from Jordan Bur¬ 
row before making another flying 
stop from Gary Hunter to pre¬ 
serve Town’s slender advantage 
on the Lancashire coast. 

Neal, who saved a penalty when 
Town lost 1-0 at Morecambe last 
season, has shown impressive 
mental strength to quickly put his 
Home Park misfortune behind 
him and this was his 13th clean 
sheet of the campaign. 


“I showed after my mistake at 
Swindon recently that I can come 
back and be the goalkeeper I was 
before,” said Neal. “One or two 
mistakes doesn’t change you as a 
keeper. 

“You don’t just suddenly turn 
into a bad keeper because of that. 
I know I’m a good keeper, I know 
I can play well, and that’s what I 
want to carry on doing.” 

Exquisite 

There was little between the 
sides in a timid first half but Town 
upped the tempo after the restart 
and, with Jermaine Grandison 
breaking forward effectively from 
right back, Jim Bentley’s Shrimps 
were soon on the back foot. 

Nicky Wroe’s stinging 20-yard 
shot was turned round a post by 
Barry Roche before the goal Town 
threatened to produce duly 
arrived in the 67th minute. 

Skipper Ian Sharps lofted an 
exquisite pass into the penalty 


area which Collins killed 
instantly before rifling a first time 
beyond Roche to the far corner of 
the net for his 13th goal of the sea¬ 
son. 

Shane Cansdell-Sherriff might 
have doubled the advantage 
shortly afterwards when he 
headed straight at Roche from a 
Matt Richards free-kick.

Gornell added Town could 
take some comfort from 
their overall level of per¬ 
formance against Vale 


before they were stopped in 
their tracks, when they were 
completely on top. 

He said: “I thought it was 
one of the best performances 
that I have been involved in 
this season. We were com¬ 
fortable really. 

“We matched them early 
on with it being a local derby 
and we were in their faces as 
much as they were in ours. 

“After that, we started to 
control the game and we 
played some nice football. 

“When we got the first 
goal I thought we would 
have gone on and got a cou¬ 
ple more. 

“We were stretching them 
and dominating them, play¬ 
ing some great football. 

“But it’s happened now 
and we can’t make it a blow 
to us. 

“We have just got to take 
the positives out of the per¬ 
formance we put on and take 
it into Saturday. 


“We have got some big 
games between now and the 
end of the season before we 
play Port Vale again, so 
we’ve got to keep on doing 
what we are doing.” 

Gornell added he had 
never been involved in any¬ 
thing like the events of 
Tuesday night before and 
added that he was shocked 
by what happened. 

He said: “We were just in 
game mode, concentrating 
on that. You don’t worry 
about things off the field 
when you’re on the pitch. 

“My initial reaction when 
the lights went out was you 
see it all the time. 

“Floodlights go out and 
you get them back on and 
the game starts. 

“As soon as news started 
to filter through about a fire 
in the stands and they 
started evacuating people 
out, you knew there was slim 
chance of carrying on.”
